STRIKERS MONUMENT. 


Boston Labor Men Would Honor 
the Lattinier Victims. Declara- 


tion Against Convict Labor. 


Washington, March 21.—Secretary Long 


issued an order today that the Amazonaa 
the cruiser recently purchased in Eagland. 
from the Brazilian 
government, shall 


hereafter bear the name of New Orleans, 
in honor of the principal city of Loulsana. 


Telegraphic instructions were sent to 


the naval officer in command of the ves- 
sel, who will take immediate steps to 
carry them into effect. 


New Orleans was chosen as the name o1 


the new warship for the reason that 
Louisiana is one of the very few states of 
the union not represented in the navy at 
this time. There was a quiet contest 
among several other cities to get the war 
ship named in t8eir honor. 
Albany, 


Providence and Buffalo advanced their 
claims quite strenuously. 


Secretary Long also issued orders to 


have the cruiser Abouall named Albany, 
one of the claimants for the honor. 


Report Will Be Delayed. 


Washington, Mar. 21.—It can be stated 


authorititively that the report of the 
court of inquiry on the Maine disaster has 
not been received in this city, and that it 
is not likely to be here before next Thurs- 
day or Friday. The cause of the delay is 
assumed to be that the conclusions of the 
court are not yet in such exact form as to 
warrant their earlier presentation here. 


If the report is coming by Capt. Barker 


as some dispatches intimate, the fact is 
not disclosed in any official quarter here. 
Nor is the route by which the report will 
be transmitted made public, as it would 
merely serve to jeopardize its safe trans- 
mission and arouse groundless conjecture. 


The government has made no purchases 


of warships, but its negotiations in that 
direction have been productive of at leas' 
one important result. It is certain that 
unless the battleship O'Higgins becomes 
the property of the United Statss it will 
not be cold at all. Practically the same 
condition prevails as to the Argentine 
armored cruisers San Martino. 


A high officer of the navy, who has an 


intimate knowledge of its affairs, said to- 
day: "The greatest difficulty is being 
experienced by the government in pro- 
curing ships from abroad, but it is hard at 
work and is making as much progress as 
could reasonably be expected under the 
circumstances. Spain is rushing work on 
her war vessels. The Pelayo, its largest 
and best battleship, is practically ready 
for sea and its second biggest ship, Carlos 
V, will be ready in a fortnight or three 
weeks. 


Would Involve France. 


London, March 21.—The St. James Ga- 


zette this afternoon, commenting 01 the 
mobilization of the French fleet, suggests 
that it may be connected with the Span- 
ish questiin and says, "If trouble between 
the United S»atss and Spain became acute 
it would precipitate issues of great mo- 
ment ft"- France." 


The President's Policy. 


Washington, March" 21.—Having pos- 


itive knowledge that the report of the 
naval court of inquiry investigating the 
cause of the Maine disaster will show 
that the vessel was destroyed by an ex- 
ternal explosion, President Mckinley ia 
now engaged in formulating a note o( 
representation to Spain, and a messaga 
on the subject to congress. In further- 
ance of his purpose, the president in- 
tends to take congress into his entire 
confidence, and to submit the full text 
of the report, together with the findings, 
and a statement setting forth that he 
has made a vigorous diplomatic rep- 
resentation to Spain. 
It is also in- 


tended to send all the Cuban correspon- 
dence to congress at an early date. - 


These conclusions have been finally ar- 


rived at as the result of information 
coming from 
official sources which 


reached the president from Rear Ad* 
miral Sieard, who convened the court 
of inquiry, and who is therefore em- 
powered to discuss with the court the 
evidence it has taken and the findings 
it has reached.

with the view of ending the present 
crisis by negotiation based on fact ?" waa 
asked of Judge Day Sunday.

To some of those 
wi*\ whom he has talked he has given 
the impression that if action is necessary 
on the basis of the Maine report he will 
act quickly and will not allow anything 
to stand in the way of a speedy vindi- 
cation of the national honor if a radical 
course ia adopted. Others, whose opin- 
ions the president values, have asked 
him to move quickly in whatever policy 
is decided on. They believe that the 
country will not want delay and that 
the soldiers and sailors of the nation 
will be most willing to take their chances 
in the fever-laden island and the waters 
of the West Indies. That the president 
is giving consideration to such questions 
as these shows how critical the situa- 
tion appears to those who have the in- 
terests of _ the Country in charge.

"This talk about union pay may be 


all right," said one of the leading offi- 
cers of the union, "but when you try to 
Bupp6rt a family of seven people on $7 
a week it is quite a problem, especially 
to a man who usually makes $15 at his 
trade. In about nine weeks he finds that 
union pay is not what itfs cracked up to 
be, and he wants to return to work, good 
union man though he may be."

An Alleged Summary. 


New York, March 
21.—The World 


prints, under a Key West date, a sum- 
mary of the report of the board of in- 
quiry, which is claimed to be based on 
the best authority.

First—The explosion that destroyed 


the Maine was from the exterior on the 
port side, leaving the ram in almost its 
original position, driving the bow and 
forward structure to the starboard, the 
after part of the ship swinging slightly 
to the starboard and then sinking. 


Second—The first explosion was fol- 


lowed by a second one in the ship, as the 
result of the exterior blow. 


Third—The second explosion was in 


the reserve magazine. 
This destroyed 


the superstructure of the ship. 


Fourth—Tins big forward 
magazine 


lid not explode. 
This Is demonstrated 


beyond a doubt. 


Fifth—The exterior explosion probably 


came from a torpedo. 
Evidence that 


a mine might have produced the explo- 
»Ion was produced, but it was not suf- 
ficient to convince the court. 


Sixth—The impact came lowf under 


the hull of the Maine on the port side, 
blowing one of the5 bilge plates to the 
Surface, where it is still in sight. 


In the Event of War. 


Havana, March 21.—The Constitutional 


Union, in an editorial under the caption, 
"It is Enough," calls attention to the 
presence to Havana of "certain lordly 
men who are talking loudly, discussing 
Spanish and Cuban affairs, and criticis- 
ing the government," It says: "The 
action Of these men, the Tankee corre- 
spondents, who stir up strife between 
nations might, by the lies they publish, 
cause innocent Americans to be food for 
cannon in the event of war. The Maine 
disaster has been used as a text for 
foolish stories about mines and also 
about dungeons worse than the inquisi- 
tion. 


"Under pretense of relief the United 


States surrounds Cuba with the vessels 
of her fleet, and the Jingo spirit urges 
war. The United States is settled by 
aliens, anarchists and the lower classes, 
who do not know the meaning of real 
charit?, their motto being 'My son, get 
money—honestly if you can, but at any 
rate get money.' They seek to inflict 
humiliation upon Spanish honor and 
charity by their ostentatious contribu- 
tions. 


"The presence of the Tizcaya and the 


Almirante Oquendo has helped to keep 
the American jingoes within bounds, 
and when the fleet of torpedo boats ar- 
rive from Spain and Admiral Manterola 
raises his flag here on the great ship 
Carlos V, aJl these menaces, inside and 
outside, win disappear." 


Conrt'i Work Unfinished. 


Key West, March 21.—The court of ifl- 


quiry, according to Rear Admiral Sicard, 
will continue its work through the com- 
ing week, as it is not yet ready to make 
a report on the Maine disaster. The 
statement that Captain Barker carried 
the report to Washing-ton Is officially 
denied. Th* object Of his flying visit to 
Key West was not ascertained outside 
official circles until Sunday. It can be 
authoritatively asserted that Captain 
Barker had nothing to do with the court 
of inquiry. He came here on Friday 
from Tampa on a special mission to in- 
vestigate the harbor defenses, following 
out some ifhes suggested by General 
Wilson, chief of engineers.

He would have evsrylcandidafce's 
name presented to the town clerk in time 
to have them placed on the ballot and 
Would have the caucuses, ia country 
towns at least, kept open from 2 to 9 
o'clock p. m. This would give voters 
Bring at a distance from the polling 
place a chance to vote in the afternoon 
and not compel them to drive for miles in 
the darkness and mud or forego their 
canons privileges, while the evening 
boors would accommodate the working- 
men in the centers. There would then be 
no jams and many who shrink from par- 
ticipation in the caucus as now conducted 
would express their preferences and far 
better results would be realized. Such a 
reform as this would have to be bronght 
about by legislation, but it would not be 
strange if the Republican party in this 
town should next spring insist on its 
privilege of naming a board of officers, a 
privilege equally enjoyed by all other 
parties.

AN ADJUSTABLE TRACK. 


Cycling Novelty That May Soon Be Built 


; 
In Rochester. 


It is •within the bonnds of possibility 


that the oyole track which is projected 
for Rochester in connection with a base- 
ball field and general athletic grounds 
may be of a pattern entirely different 
from that of any traok heretofore con- 
strncted. John B. Hosier of Newburg, 
N. Y., ia the patentee of the new form 
bf track and promisee that it will revo- 
xationize track building and racing. 
The track is a "portable metal or wood 
affair, the banking of which can bo 
raised or lowered by tightening or 
loosening bolts to suit the speed condi- 
tions of a contest. 


The track consists of boards or a se- 


ries of metal plates having the edges 
tnrned up and supported at the end of 
each plate by beams which can be ad- 
justed vertically. The plan also pro- 
vides for a system of steam pipes along 
the side of the track, whereby the snow 
and -ice may be quickly thawed out dur- 
ing cold weather. 


Tha construction of the track is de- 


scribed by the inventor as follows: 


The metal plates are first placed upon 


the ground, extending across the course 
of the ti"&;k. These plates act as sills 
for carrying the weight of the track and 
are placed at distances apart along the 
course of the track equal to the length 
of the plates of which the sections are 
composed. 


These plates are formed with holes 


in their "centers or notches extending 
from the edge to the center. 
The 


notches receive the vertical posts, which 
rapport the cross timbers carrying the 
track. 


These posts have screw bolts and can 


be adjusted so as to support the cross 
timbers at greater or less elevation and 
when necessary fo raise one end farther 
above the sill than the other. 


This form of construction makes it 


possible to place the sill upon sloping 
ground and by properly adjusting the 
nuts upon the posts making the cross 
timbers level. Also, in cases where it is 
necessary, the outer edge, or banking of 
the tracks, may be elevated on curves. 


Each post is driven into the ground, 


making the track secure, and the plates 
which form the track have their edges 
bent upward and inward, forming a re- 
cess upcn each side. The edge of the 
plate is again bent outwardly, forming 
an outer recess, within which is placed 
the steam pipe. 
Within the recess 


which is inside the trough formed by 
the upturned edges of the plates vertical 
braces are placed at suitable intervals. 


This serves to stiffen the vertical por- 


tion of the plate and makes the track 
stronger than it otherwise would be. 
Provisions have been made for locking 
the devices at each end of the plates 
which are fastened to the cross timbers. 
>—Cycling Gazette.

Some New Anecdotes of the Hero of New 


Orleans— Congressman Moon » Bright 
Xiumlnttry—HI* Eloquent 
Tribute to 


the Country Newspaper.

WASHINGTON, March 15. — General 


Jackson may be nlludod to as the man 
who lost his right to a celebration of 
bis birthday anniversary on account of 
the greater glory of the 8th of January. 
If he hadn't fought and won the battle 
of Now Orleans, more attention would 
be paid to the fact that he was born on 
tho 15th of March, 17G7, two years be- 
fore Napoleon Bonaparte. But if he had 
not fought that battle and won that

great victory he might not now be laud- 
ed as the hero that all his fallow citi- 
zens now hold him to be. 


Learning that the Jackeon Democratic 


association had announced a dinner and 
speeches in commemoration of its name- 
sake's birthday, I made a canvass of the 
various Tennessee representatives and 
senators here, just a round dozen in all, 
to ascertain the drift of their prospective 
remarks. The first one to honor me with 
an opinion was the latest 
luminary 


arisen above tbe congressional horizon, 
Representative John A. Moon. Congress- 
man Moon is but 48 years of age, but 
he had long served his state as judge of 
the circuit court before called to take 
part in the councils of the nation. He is 
not often heard, but his remarks are 
forceful and cogent. 


"I know nothing at all of General 


Jackson," he said in answer to my 
question, "for I was torn in 18S5, ten 
years after his death occurred, and I do 
not live in the district where he dwelt. 
But there are some contemporaries of 
Jackson still living in our state, nota- 
ble among them being old Colonel A. 
S. Colyar, who has more anecdotes of 
him than have ever been printed." 


The Country Newspaper. 


I was disappointed, for I knew that 


what Mr. Moon said would be interest- 
ing, having just listened to his eulogy 
of the American country press in his 
speech against the increase of postage 
on second class matter. "The country 
newspaper," he said, "has been the un- 
faltering, the faithful and conservative 
counselor of the people. Its searching 
investigations open up the- mysteries, 
break the silence that bars the pathway 
to truth and avenge injustice to the in- 
nocent. When the spirit of eternal vig- 
ilance is lulled by the sordid views of 
life, when commercial considerations 
would check the flow of patriotic blood, 
it is the country newspaper that calls 
back the memory of tbe immortal fa- 
thers who died for the republic and in- 
vokes anew tbe blessings of liberty upon 
our people. It turns the minds of men 
to the love of country, of home and of 
fireside and arrests the decay of patriot- 
ism that freedom may live with posteri- 
ty." 


Now, a man who can tell the unvar- 


nished and flat footed truth in a way 
like that onght to have some views of 
General Jackson worth, promulgating. 
But he referred me to his colleague, 
John Wesley Gaines, who was born the 
year tho war began and is the youngest 
of the representatives from Tonnes!,/"- 
He has a face as clear cut as a antique 
cameo, an eugaging and energetic man- 
ner. He said: "My grandfather was an 
intimate friend of the general, whom 
he resembled, and he owned for years a 
cane which Old Hickory gave him, and 
which he treasured as one of his most 
prized possessions. By a strange chance 
my grandfather once loaried this cane 
to a neighbor to assist him in walking

to hif? hnmfi, and that same night the 
man's house was burned, and with it 
tho invaluable walking stick. I have 
the honor of representing General Jack- 
eon's old district and had tho pleasure 
of making my first political speech at 
bis erstwhile residence, The Hermit- 
age." 


Lean Fingered Richardson. 


Perhaps tbe most noted of Tennessee 


ans in the house is the Hon. James D 
Richardson, who is now 65 years of 
nge, and who served four years on the 
Confederate side during the war. Tall 
and thin, with a commanding presence, 


always alert to discover the weak pointi 
in his opponents' ranks, always on the 
watch for a breach into which to load 
his willing followers, Mr. Richardson 
has long been recognized as a foeman 
worthy the most active efforts of the 
other side. His long, lean finger is rather 
too ready to point itself toward the 
speaker's chair, and his eagle eye gleams 
with a steely glitter, but in conversa- 
tion ho is amiable and pleasing. Thisia 
tbe sixth congress in which ho has rep- 
resented his district, aud he may be re- 
garded aa one of tho veterans, but he, 
too, was bora too, {ate 


o;e of General Jackson's acquaintance. 
However, he had an anecdote which be 
thinks has not yet appeared in print, 
and which well illustrates the opinion 
of Jackson held by those with whom he 
came in contact. General Jackson, like 
Washington, had a body servant, who 
survived his master's death, but wheth- 
er he was as numerous as the alleged 
body servants of General Washington 
he cannot tell. After Jackson's death 
the old negro was asked where he sup- 
posed his master 
had gone—if he 


thought he had gone to heaven. 


The old retainer scratched his head 


awhile then said, "Well, sah, I don' 
kow wedder he done gone tbar or not, 
but if General Jackson, sah, done want 
to go he done went I" 


"We all know,"said Mr. Richard- 


son, "that whatever General Jackson 
determined to do that he did, regardless 
of consequences. Now, there was his 
fight with the United States bank. In 
1829 that bank had a capital of $35,- 
000,000, a deposit of public moneys ag- 
gregating some $7,000,000, private de- 
posits of as much more, a circulation of 
$12,000,000, with annual profits of at 
lease $3,000,000. It had branches in im- 
portant towns and cities all over tho 
Union, one-fifth its stock, which was at 
a premium, was owned abroad, and its 
notes were good all over the world. Yet 
General Jackson had the courage to at- 
tack it and the energy and persistence 
necessary to destroy it." 


A Jacksonlan Republican. 


One of the most ardent lovers of Jack- 


son is the Hon. Henry R. Gibson, who, 
strangely enough, is by no means a 
Jacksonian Democrat. He is, in fact, a 
Republican, and the only one which 
Tennessee has to represent it in con- 
gress. More than this, he is the only 
member from that state who served iu 
the Federal army. 


An> interesting figure and one who 


owes his present position as junior sena- 
tor from Tennessee to his war record is 
Hon. Thomas B. Turley, who was ap- 
pointed last year to succeed the late j 
Senator Harris. The latter, as all who 
ever saw him must remember, was one 
of the fiercest looking and most trucu- 
lent appearing of tbe dignified body to 
which he belonged.

with his martial aspect, his long twirl- 
ing mustaches and his air of having a 
chip perpetually on his shoulder, used 
to remind me of the commander of some 
pirate ship temporarily absent from the 
deck of his vessel. But, notwithstand- 
ing his ilerqe.appearance, Senator Har- 
ris of Tennessee was one of the most 
genial and admirable of men in private 
life. He was also an able parliamenta- 
rian and occupied the speaker's chair on 
innumerable occasions and always to 
his credit 


Senator,,Turkey, despite his record as 


a stubborn and tenacious fighter, is 
most amiable of aspect and, if one may 
judge of his private life by his public 
manner, a true friend and winning com- 
panion. He is only 53 years of age, and 
this is tne first publio position he has 
held sincerhe,left the army. 


This ends my Jaokeonian symposium, 


which, no matter how one may differ 
politically from those who so ardently 
revere the memory of the great Tennes- 
seean, shows how green and flourishing 
is his memory in the state of his adop- 
tion today, more than 50 years after be 
has passed away. 


In the department of state is an-aged 


clerk, Mr. George Bartle, who has been 
in service there for more than half a 
century. His recollection of Washing- 
tonian events dates back to Jackson's 
first administration, and he has many 
reminiscences of the general and his 
times. Among others which he related 
to me a few weeks ago was one which 
shows the futility of speculating in real 
e?iate in this vicinity. It seems that 
some speculators started a boom for a 
spot across the Potomac and got the 
general interested by promising to call 
the future metropolis Jackson City. 
More than this, he was at the laying of 
tbe cornerstone, and my friend in the 
department of state says that he went 
over with the presidential party in or- 
der to see the president and get some of 
the dinner that was announced as an 
attraction. There was such a crowd, he 
says, that, though he made best time 
for the table, he got only a chicken 
wing. 
The general was to make a 


speech, but the rush was so great for 
the tables that he had to struggle for 
his life and nearly got hit in the head 
by a tnrkey which two men had grab- 
bed by the legs and were squabbling 
over. 


Jackson City today has little but its 


name to indicate the site of this pro- 
jected rival to Washington. It is situ- 
ated iu Virginia, just across tbe Poto- 
mac, at the end of Long bridge, and 
has long been celebrated for its race 
tracks and gambling dens. There are 
but seven buildings in the city at tbe 
present time, and at least five of these 
are saloons, with gangs of loafers hang- 
ing around the doors.

Captured Piece* of Ordnance Which Are 


the Visible Evidences of Our Prowess In 
the Past—I"rocre«B In Gwmnaklnjf Illus- 


\ t rated—An Important Course of Sermons. 


' NEW YORK, March 31. — [Special. ] — 
There Is nothing, from modern warships to 
the big now drydock, that attracts more 
sincere interest among the visitors to the 
Brooklyn nnvy yard than the little group 
of curious old cannon which havo beon set 
up on Trophy park, a triangular bit of sod 
close by tbo offices of Admiral Bunoe, 
commandant of the yard. 


The interest felt in these old piooos of 


ordnance is-not surprising, for as tangi- 
ble evidences of our former naval glory 
they appeal directly to our patriotism. 
And, 
besides, they are highly interesting 


as curios and instructive by way of illus- 
tration. 
There aro not more than a couple of 


dozen of the old guna, nil told. Two or 
three of them are small and insignificant 
in appearance, being not more than 36 or 
40 inches long and standing not more than 
knee high, carriage and all, to a grown 
man, 
while the largest are only eight feet in 


length and stand not more than three feet 
above the ground. Yet the collection as a 
whole forms an admirable museum of 
progress in the design of ordnance. The 
smallest pieces, the carriages of which 
rest upon wooden wheels or rollers not 
more than sis inches in diameter, are excel- 
lent examples of Inst century armament, 
being exactly like the majority of pieces 
with which the old 74 gun ships of the 
line were fitted. 
It is highly probable that they once 


stood upon the deck of some English ves- 
sel captured by the Americans in the Rev- 
olutionary war or-the war of 1812; but, 
owing to the negligence of those in charge,

The Macedonian's Guns. 


More interesting than these old pieces, 


because fully identified, are the smoothbore 
oast cannon six and eight feet in length 
that were taken from the British frigate 
Macedonian after its capture by the Amer- 
ican frigate United States on Oct. 26, 
1813. These guns were constructed upon 
the same principle) as the small ones, but j 
are much heavier and were therefore more j 
formidable. 
They were quite equal, in 


fact, to any carried by tha American vessel 
and, 
except in point of size, were not sur- 


passed by any ordnance made anywhere 
until the introduction of rifling in artil- 
lery pieces. 
This modern development of ordnance 


designing is also shown at Trophy park, 
there being two rifled pieces, one a dahl- 
gren, that were used on board Union ves- 
sels in the civil war. 


But the two rifled pieces are unmarked, 


like the small pieces above mentioned. 16 
is a pity that their history has been lost, 
since the mere fact that paina were taken 
to bring them to the Brooklyn navy yard 
would seem to prove that they played a 
not unimportant part in some decisive 
naval engagements of the civil war. 


The only essential change in the design- 


ing and construction of ordnance since the 
introduction of the dahlgren rifled pieces 
has been in method of building up. 
| 
A Hone of the Confederacy. 


i 
Not far from Trophy park and in tha 


shade of the building used as headquarters 
by the commandant lies a monster V 
shaped piece of steel 10 or 19 feet long and 
"about four feet thick, weighing many tons. 
This was once the prow of the Confederate 
ram Mississippi. The naval authorities of 
the south placed great dependence in this 
ram as the probable means of destroying 
Farragut's fleet at New Orleans. The fates 
and the skill of Farragut, however, de- 
creed otherwise. 


The Mississippi was originally Commo 


dore Perry's flagship during that intrepid 
commander's cruise to Japan in 1852, a 
cruise that changed the history of the Sun- 
flower Empire, threw it open to the trade 
of fhe western world and inoculated tho 
vivacious little brown men who dwell 
there with the spirit of obcidental progress, 
After the Mississippi was brought back to 
America she engaged in one or two short 
cruises and was used in the early naval 
operations of the civil war. 
"When tho 


Federals attacked Fort Hudson, however, 
she was run aground and set on fire by 
them. Trie Confederates at that time were 
exceedingly short of ships, aud as soon as 
the Missi^sipDi had been abandoned they 


ed in a neat pamphlet for private circula- 
tion only.

French Versus American Costumes. 
A man who spent last year in Paris,

With 
us was a demure young Frenchwoman 
who has lived for several years in 
America and who believes that short 
skirts are more becoming for bicycle 
women than knickerbockers or bloomers.

" 'How are yon, Yankee?" 
"The young woman who was so ad- 


dressed answered pointedly and indig- 
nantly in pure French, which so sur- 
prised the blond woman that she fell off 
her wheel. It is not an uncommon sight 
in the summer time to see French 
wbeelwomen riding in knickerbockers 
with their legs bare from the knee 
nearly to the ankle. By comparison, 
however, I think that the American 
women in their short skirts are better to 
look at on their wheels than are the 
Frenchwomen."—New York Sun. 


Women and Children Excluded. 


Favorable comment is heard on all 


sides over tne action .of the Oentnry 
Wheelmen in deoidingtd exclude women 
and children from century rnns held 
under the auspices of the club. As-this 
organization is one of the leadng cen- 
tury run promoting clubs of the coun- 
try, its action is likely to be followed 
by others. Before the .rule was estab- 
lished the subject was discussed at con- 
siderable length, several physicians, 
members of the club, declaring in favor 
of the resolution. They were unanimous 
on the point that 100 mile trips often 
work injury to women and children.

English CyclUti UM tower Ctaan Tu»n 


Those Commonly Vied Here. 


A tandem rider, writing recently to 


an English paper, stated that his tan- 
dem was geared to 06^ and was easy 
running, except up bill, although bt 
considered it a stiff machine, and in- 
quired what gears were best for tandem 
riding. *Tbe editor replied that for a 
combination tandem the best gear would 
be the average of the gears used by the 
two riders on their singles, but that fur 
a double diamond four inches could be 
added to the average. Thus, a lady 
using 60 and a gentleman 70 on singles 
could uso 65 on a tandem, and two gen- 
tlemen using 70 could use 74 on a tan- 
dem. 
Further correspondence showed 


that riders for pleasure agreed with 
this view. 


These gears are considerably lower 


than those commonly supplied in this 
country, but if they are wrong the error 
is on the side of comfort. Tho notion 
here that multiple machines are pri- 
marily speed vehicles is too prevalent 
for the welfare or pleasure' of many 
who indulge in tandem riding. The ma- 
jority of tandems are fitted with too 
high gears, which are not suited to the 
use of those who cycle for health and 
pleasure. A first class American combi- 
nation tandem can be geared to 70 and 
a double diamond to 77 without caus- 
ing discomfort or making hard riding. 
These gears are quite high enough at 
the outset for-any but very experienced 
riders, or "scorchers," and much bet- 
tor results can be obtained from them 
than from higher gears. Some expe- 
rienced riders who use their tandems 
'or touring prefer gears nearer those 
recommended in England. 


As a rule, multiple machines are'hard 


bill climbers, owing to high gear, fail- 
ure of the riders to swing together a:i 
perfectly up hill as on the level and 
lack of rigidity in the machine. With 
the gears above recommended, however, 
any ordinary hill can be successfully 
ridden if the riders work well together, 
and on the degree of perfection acquired 
in doing this depends not only ability 
to surmount hills, but comfort at all 
times, speed upon the level and safety 
and pleasure in the use of the machine. 
The impression is almost universal that 
two riders can mount a tandem and im- t 
mediately ride far faster than on sin- ' 
gles. Usually they cannot do so, or only I 
at a greater expenditure of power. The [ 
speed of multiple machines depends on 
perfect unison of action, body motion 
and application of power, on the higher 
gear that can consequently bt> used and 
ability to maintain high speed much 
longer than on a single. 


In purchasing wheels the question 


sometimes arises whether it is better to 
procure a tandem or two singles. On 
this subject those who have tried it are 
practically agreed, the verdict being in 
favor of two single machines. It is more 
difficult to learn to ride the double sat- 
isfactorily together. There are always 
times when one could use a single 
but not & tandem, and when one rider 
is unable to do his or her fair propor- 
tion of the work the strain on the other 
rider very soon becomes wearing if not 
prostrating. For regular, steady use 
there is nothing comparable with a sin- 
gle, but a tandem is most delightful and 
exhilarating for occasional runs after 
the riders have learned to ride perfectly 
together.—Boston Globe.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Neither peace nor war reports have 


changed the onward current of businesSj 
says Dun's review of the past week. 


Orders for more than 125,500,000 gold 


from Europe have blocked any 
drift 


toward stringency in rates for money, and 
treasury receipts of about $1,100,000 per 
day have kept in check any question 
about the currency, while exports of 
products have continued at a rate con- 
siderably increased, and the demand for 
products of the great industries shows 
steady expansion. 


The backbone of the situation is the ex- 
cess of merchandise exports, again more 
than $41,000,000 in February, with an in- 
crease of §2,600,000 ia miscellaneous pro- 
ducts, |2,10C,000 in provisions, $4,500,000 in 
cotton, and $7,000,000 in breadstnffs com- 
pared with last year, and $15,100,000 in all 
products. In two weeks of March ex- 
ports have been 16 per cent, larger than 
last year, and imports have gained but 8.7 
per cent.' 


Wheat moves in spite of all speculating, 


the exports for three weeks being more 
than twice what they were in a cor- 
responding period in 1897. In wool and 
cotton no increase is seen. The demand 
IB large, very large, bat not large enough. 
In the boot and shoe industry the orders 
are by far the largest ever seen. 


Railroad earnings continue larger than 


ever, being 7.9 per cent, ahead of last 
year, and 7 per cent, over 1892. Chicago 
eastbonnd tonnage is very much the 
largest ion record. Bank clearings are 
nearly a half more for the past week than 
for the same week in 1897. Failures for 
two weeks in March ar<s nearly a million 
dollars less than last year.

The United States Desires No 


Help From England. 


ETTEOPE'S 
GAME 
OF POLITICS. 


France and Austria Feel Friendly to Spain, 


but Could Not Help Her In a 
War. 


United States Quietly Kepcls England's 
Advances. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—[Special.]— 


There is a great deal of talk in the news- 
papers, especially in the cable dispatches 
from Paris, about possible alliances bo- 
twoon other European powers and Spain 
in case of a war between the latter coun- 
try and the "United States. None of this 
talk finds credence here, either in admin- 
istration circles or among the members ol 
the diplomatic corps who are in position 
to know the probable attitude and action 
of the European nations. 
It must be 


borne in mind, too, that Paris is the head- 
quarters of the creditors of Spain. Many 
millions of dollars have been invested in 
Spanish securities, secured upon the Cu- 
ban revenues, by Paris banking housea 
and their clients. The stake which thesa 
people have in the outcome of tho trouble 
between America and Spain is a large one, 
for it is generally admitted that in case of 
a rupture between the United States and 
Spain the Cuban bonds would be worth 
less than one-half, perhaps less than a 
fifth, their present marketable value. 
Thd 


activity of Paris in setting on foot storlea 
of impending Spanish-European alliances 
is therefore easily understood. 


As far as I have been able to discover— 


and I have probed pretty hard after the 
facts—there is very little danger of an alli- 
ance between any European power and 
Spain—so little, in fact, that the question 
does not bother our government in tha 
least. 
There is a vast difference between 


an alliance, which might lead to the use 
of forco on the side of Spain, and a friendly 
interest which might constrain some for- 
eign government to throw the weight ol 
its moral influence against the United 
States. This far Austria-Hungary, on 
account of the blood relationship between 
the ruling bouse of that country and the 
queen regent of Spain, might be willing 
to go. Indeed it is understood already 
that Spain has the sympathy of Austria, 
and that in little ways, which mean al- 
most nothing, that sympathy will ba 
shown. But Austria-Hungary, in the pres- 
ent state of her home affairs and of Ea> 
ropean politics, will not dare go farther. 


European Politics. 


Beyond this it is not believed any Euro- 


pean government will go. It must be re- 
membered that Europe has its own poll 
tics, always full of great possibilities. The 
great game goes on eternally. Day aftoi 
day every nation is busy watching e%'ery 
other. The struggle for advantage is keen 
and sleepless. The most momentous fact 
in the alignment of European powers to- 
day is the manner in which Bussia haa 
made herself the leader in the politics ol 
the old world. The incentive to action is 
found in the aggressions of England. Be- 
tween all the European nations there is 
now in progress a keen and bitter struggle 
for commercial supremacy. 
It is the evoi 


present desire for new outlets for theit 
merchandise that causes these govern' 
ments to vie with one another in Africa, 
in Asia. - Until recently England was the 
leader in this work. 
Backed by her groat 


fleets, with tho indomitable energy of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, tho British flag and the 
'British warehouse and counting house 
were carried all over tho world. Her com- 
' morcial fleets increased ns rapidly as hci 
fleets of naval ships. 
Trade followed hoi 


colonization to the uttermost parts of tho 
earth. 


There came a moment in which the 


times were ripe for a combination of othei 
powers against England. Bussia took the 
lead in forming this new coalition. Thai 
was the meaning of the visit of the czar to 
France, and of the journeys of William and 
President Faure to Petersburg. Playing 
upon their common ambition, their com- 
mon desire to check England's advance 
and gain now trade for themselves, Bussia 
has deftly gathered about her in more 01 
less open alliance both of the other great 
powers of Europe. These nre France and 
Germany. No other cut any considerabla 
figure. 


England has boon completely isolated. 


Sho has been compelled to stand alone. 
She is fully aware of the combination 
made against her. To rneot it England 
hag dona two things. She has gone on 
building larger and larger fleets. Sho has 
steadily strengthened her navy. She has 
proceeded upon the principle that England 
is snfo only as long as her fleets are ablo tc 
cope with those of any other thrco powers 
in the world.

Thought to Be a 'jtf 


Providence, March 21.—Two men, one 


answering very well the description ot 
James Wolfe, now In Jail at Cranston, 
were seen In the neighborhood of the 
house where William O. Hutehlns waa 
murdered shortly after noon on th» day 
of the robbery of the residence of Fred- 
erick A. Chase, March 4. One man was 
apparently Wolfe, or someone very much 
like him, notwithstanding1 the claim of 
the rnah that he has not been In this .city 
since his release from the Jatl on the 
morning of Feb. 14. 


The pair walked along Angell street, 


looking at the house* very carefully ajid 
making a pretense of Belling pencils. 
The Chase house, in that locality, waa 
robbed that night; the Hutehlns murder, 
at that very place, waa only four days 
after. This important piece of evidence 
is given by Mrs. Thomae Grimes, who 
saw the couple from th« window of her 
house, and was so impressed with their 
looks and the way In which they sized 
up the houses along the street that sne 
gave them particular attention. She 
identified the picture of Wolfe in the 
papers as the likeness of one of the men, 
and there appears to be no doubt that 
he was the lame man of the couple.

Factor Plan of Soiling Sugar. 


New York, March 21.—Many of the 


leading 
wholesalers 
throughout the 


country have withdrawn from the factor 
plan, by which sugar has been sold to 
the trade through wholesale grocers who 
act as agents for the trust and are al- 
lowed a commission of three-sixteenths 
of one cent a pound on a price fixed 
by adding to the daily wholesale price 
made by the refiners. 
The plan is re- 


garded as a device of the trust to keep 
the trade in its own hands. In order to 
make things doubly sure the trus^ has 
generally withheld a certain portion of 
the commission or rebate, thereby main- 
taining an overlapping system that 
would mean considerable loss to the 
dealers If they violated the compact. 
This device is the same as was used 
by the cigaret trust and other big com- 
binations, all of them, haying got their 
ideas from the sugar trust. 


The abandonment of such an extensive 


scheme would mean that dealers would 
no longer be forced to get their stock 
from the trust. 
They could "shop" 


around and get prices from all of the 
refiners without danger of finding them- 
selves boycotted. 
The factor plan is 


practically a dead letter in Illinois, In- 
diana, Ohio, Michigan and many other 
parts of the country. 
The refiners are 


understood to have stopped issuing cir- 
culars giving the terms of sale, and 
this is regarded as a sure indication that 
th« abandonment of 'the plan is not far 
off.

Bound to Have Coal. 


' Tacom'a, Wash., March 21.—Officers of 
the Northern Pacific steamship Victoria, 
Jwhlclr arrived Saturday • night 
from 


China and Japan, report that the British 


j government is masslng-a very powerful 


fleet of warships In Chinese waters, and 
that the British are buying all the coal 
coming to those waters* for their men-of- 
war. So anxious are they to get it that 
they send vessels to sea and there hail 
the coalers and bargain for their car- 
goes, paying gilt edge prices if neces- 
sary. The British are said to be buying 
all the available coal from the Suez 
canal to the northern coast of Siberia, 
as they do not want to use Japanese 
coal.

A DEAD MAN'S HONOR. 


BY CHAKLBS B. LEWIB. 


In the year 1868, which you will remem- 


ber was fraught with more excitement 
than anvother 6f the civil war, the firm 
of Bass, Williams & Girder, which was do- 
ing business in a town on the New Eng- 
land coast, appeared in the newspapers in' 
connection with a series of startling inci- 
dents. The firm dealt largely In fisher- 
men's supplies and in fish and lumber, 
and in connection with its general store ifc 
had a private bank and the town post- 
office. 
George Bass was postmaster, at 


least in name; John 'Williams ran the 
store and Joseph Girder conducted the 
bank. The "head man" of the firm was 
Philip Lacy, who was a bachelor and had 
grown up with it from a boy. He was im- 
plicitly trusted, and any one of the part- 
ners would have suspended one of the oth- 
ers as soon as Laoy. 


On the morning of July 5 in_the year 


named one of tho employees opened the 
store, to find Lacy sitting on a chair in tho 
bank, with a gag in bis mouth and his 
legs and arms tied to tho chair. He was 
refiSased at once, but it was nn hour before 
ho could tell his story. He bad been in 
the habit of remaining at the store until a 
lato hour in the evening, looking over 
books and accounts. On the previous 
evening, just after 10 o'clock and as ha 
was ready to leave, he had suddenly been 
attacked by two men, who must have been 
secreted in the Ctore with that object in 
view. He was seized from behind and 
choked into a state of insensibility, ar-1 
when he recovered he was sitting on the 
chair, bound and gagged, and the two 
men were at work on the door of the bank 
vault. The vault was merely a brick 
closot, defended by an iron door, which 
had nono too safe a look. There was no 
safe inside. All the money of the store, 
bank and postoffice was placed in this 
vault at night, and on this occasion be- 
sides about $80,000 in greenbacks there 
were government bonds amounting to 
550,000. 


The robbers took Laoy's vault key from 


his pocket and had the door open in half 
a minute. Each one of the firm had a key 
to the vault, but Girder and Laoy were 
the only ones to make use of them. 
The 


robbers wore not masked, and made no 
effort to conceal their identity. They went 
about their work in tho coolest manner 
and when ready to dopnrt did not leave a 
10 cent shinplnetcr behind them. 
Money 


nnd bonds wera packed in a satchel, and 
before going ti:oy sat down to a lunch of 
crackors and chceso and afterward smoked 
a cigar. 
Tl»ey told Lacy that they be- 


longed in New .York and had had an oyo 
on tho "plant" for severs! months. 
They 


had done him littlo injury, and the last 
thing before departing they removed the 
gag and gave him a drink of \vater and 
told him the time. 'When the man cama 
to tell his story, it was not questioned in a 
Single particular. 
He gave such a close 


description of the men that they were rec- 
ognized by the Boston detectives as Sara 
Hastings and Charlie ford, two notorious 
all around crooks. 
Indeed it became 


known that the former had beec hanging 
around the town for a month or more. 


It was not until a detective was callod 


Into tho case that the finger of suspicion 
pointed to Lacy. The employee who found 
him gagged and bound suddenly recollect- 
ed that all the knots were loose And thut 
it was little work to throw the ropes off. 
Lacy hod seemed much exhausted, but this 
might have boon a sham. Lacy had been 
heard to wish for money to'go into busi- 
ness for himself, had said ho was tired of 
working for othor folks, had attempted 
to borrow a considerable sum of inonoy to 
buy a share in a fishing craft. 
Once the 


tide turned against him it was easy to 
make out a strong case. After a week's 
investigation the detective was satisfied 
that tho trusted "head man" had robbed 
the concern and bad hidden the booty, and 
there were so many points which favored 
this idea that Lacy was held for the crime. 
TThree days after tho robbery a boat was 
picked up in tho harbor which had been 
upset, and when she was righted two dead 
men were found in her. That they wero 
not sailors was easy to see, and that the 
craft had been stolen from a town a fow 
miles away was soon ascertained. The 
noroner's jury decided that the nameless 
itrangers had taken tho boat out for a sail 
and been upset in a squall, and the inci- 
dent bardly provoked comment. There 
was the kojt to the robbery, but no one 
grasped it. It came to the cars of the de- 
tective, but ho was working to convict 
Lacy and paid DO attention to outside mat- 
ters. 


Any man who has roado n study of 


crime will toll you that a^perfeotly inno- 
cent innn often misleads justice or con- 
victs himself by his demeanor wheiTunder 
charges. When Lacy found that his story 
was disbelieved, be felt so grieved that be 
Bulked and refused to snawer questions 
and thus made matters worse for himself. 
There w»> notiY'uc wj^lch be oould not 


jjcaincu, ana yrjir Trueti"~n«ked to ex- 


plain in order to acquit hlmKoU bis silence 
wus construed as a sure Indication of 
guilt. The fact that he had been fully 
trusted for twenty odd years went for 
naught after tho detective's report, and 
ho was sent to prison to await the action 
of a higher court. A week before his trial 
was to come off he hanged himself in his 
ceil. His guloide was therefore accepted 
ss the st.-ongeat proof ot all tnat be waa 
guilty. Ho left no message behind him, 
but that made no difference. 
Ho had 


closed the case and practically admitted 
his guilt, and the public press dropped it 
at that point. Tho firm was rloh enough 
to stand the loss and go ahead, and in a 
yeur the great robbery was a thing no 
longer gor.?iped about. 


If Lnoy took the money and bonds—aixl 


all wore agreed that he did—whore did he 
eeoroto themf That was a query which 
kopt coining op daily until after his suit 
cldo. Detecuves and others searched in 
Tain for the plunder, and it was finally 
r"«jed thnt ha had an outside confederate. 
TTiJS'm&n, wnoeVer'no was, had been ad- 
mitted to the bank; he had tied Laoy up 
as they found him; ha had taken away the 
plunder to share and share alike. That he 
bad aoi uuiHe forward after Laoy's arrest 
with money to retain counsel was a part 
of the plot; that Lany had not "peached" 
on him was because he hoped to get clear 
to enjoy his share of tht> haul. Everything 
worked out nicely to make out a case, and 
but for his suioido tho innn would have 
surely gono to stato prison for a long twrm 
of years. There was just ono roan in the 
firm's employ who did not bolinvo Laoy 
guilty, and he was a clerk in tbo store, by 
the uamo of Thornton. 
He had not been 


there over a month when the robbery took 
place, nor had Lacy spoken to him a doz- 
en times. He waa a young man of 80, and 
so strong was his belief in the prisoner's 
innocence and so vigorously did he oom- 
bat the theories of the detective that sus- 
picion was directed against him, and he 
was discharged. He, however, secured a 
place with another firm in town and con- 
tinued to champion Laoy until the matter 
passed out of the public mind. 


It was a year after the robbery and seven 


or eight months after the suicide that 
young Thornton got up one morning to 
tell his employer a queer story. He slept 
in a corner of the store, on the first floor. 
He had gono to bed tired out after a long 
day's work and had slept soundly until 
midnight, vhen ho suddenly awoke. Ha 
had extinguished the light, but yet there 
was a strange light in the room, and by 
ite aid he saw Laoy sitting by his bedside. 
That ho was terribly frightened and upset 
may readily be believed, and yet he held 
his nerve and asked<the ghost, as he believed 
it to be, whet was wanted. Lacy did not 
reply, but beckoned him to follow, and he 
slipped on his trousers and shoes and fol- 
lowed tho wraith through the streets of the 
town toward the harbor for a distance of 
seven or eight blocks. The ghost seemed 
to float along at about four paces ahead of 
him, looking back occasionally to see if he 
was following, and ho was leading Thorn- 
ton directly toward an old tumble down 
fishhouae, when a policeman 
suddenly 


eeized the young man and inquired why 
he was abroad at that hour of the night 
and in that dress. With that the spirit 
disappeared, and Thornton's explanations 
were laughed at, and he was escorted baok 
to the store as a somnambulist. His em- 
ployer could not call it a dream, because 
there was the policeman's evidence, but he 
ridiculed the whole affair and put another 
clerk to sleep in the store. If Thornton 
was a somnambulist, he was not a safe 
man to have charge of property at night. 
The young man • took a room two blocks 
away, and Itjtvas a co.uple of weeks before 
anything further happened. 
Then ona 


night soon after midnight he awoke with 
these words sounding in his ears: 


"Harry, I did not rob the safe, but it 


waa done by two men, just as I explained. 
They carae here in a boat from M 
, and 


after getting the plunder they hid it away, 
intending to come back later on. My hon- 
or is at stake, and if you will go with ma 
I will show you where they hid the plun- 
der. They were the two men found in the 
upset boat." 


When Thornton^ roused up, Lacy was 


sitting besido him, as on the previous oc- 
casion, but almost immediately rose up 
and beckoned1 the young man to follow, 
him. Had Thornton been anything but a 
nervy young fellow the mystery of the rob- 
bery would never have been explained. He 
was upset to some extent by the words 
and the sight of the man whom he knew 
to have been long- dead, but not so much 
that he hesitated to follow after. 
The 


wrnith led him toward the old fishhouse as 
before, but this time Thornton was fully 
dressed. He could see Lacy as plainly aa 
he could see the buildings along the streets, 
although there wore no footfalls but his 
own. 
He passed several pedestrians, but 


they saw him alone. The wraith took a 
straight course for the flshhouse and enter- 
ed it, and did not again reappear, while 
Thornton hung about for awhile and then 
returned to his bed. The tunable down 
building wes not such a place as he cared 
to enter at midnight. 


Early tho next morning he went to the 


firm of Bass, Williams & Girder *nd told 
them of his two midnight adventures, and 
suggested that the fishhouse bo searched. 
He was, simply laughed at, but be got a 
policeman end visited tho place, and un- 
der a lot of old nets and refuse they found 
the satchel which contained all tho bonds 
and every dollar of the stolen money. Tho 
whilom friends of Lacy were jubilant, but 
they had the detective to deal with again. 
One of bis theories was that Lacy hid the 
eatchol there; the other was that Thornton 
was his confederate and had given up the 
plunder because afraid to touch it. So 
reasonable did this latter theory appear 
thnt ti;e young man was arrested, nnd he 
might have gono to prison had not a crook 
limned English Joe got lagged and made a 
confession. He had known of the plan to 
rob the concern and was aware that Hast- 
ings and Ford were to do the job. They 
wero tho men who were lost by the upset- 
ting of the boat. It was believed that thoy 
vroro to leave tho harbor by a fishing 
smack, and that they wero pulling about 
to find her when they lost their lives. 
They had hidden the satchel temporarily, 
but it was so well hidden that it had been 
•walked over n hundred times. 
Articles 


taken from tho dead men's Dockets were 
Identified, and after ^acienn investigation 
no one could longer doubt that things 
happened exactly as Lacy related. 


What was done about it? Well, words 


are cheap, and, therefore, plenty of inen 
expressed their sorrow for what had oc- 
curred. Lacy's body had boon buried at 
tho expanse of the town. 
His friends of 


othor days raised a purse and bought a lot 
in the town cemetery, p.nd the firm which 
ho had not robbed spent $50 for a tomb- 
stone to stand at the head of tbo grave. 
Perhaps nothing more was to be looked 
for. 
The singular manner in which tho 


dead man cleared his honor was long a 
matter of talk, and for a few days or 
•weeks young Thornton wns something of 
a hero. Then the detective who bad hod 
bis theories spoiled began dropping a Word 
here nnd thero, with tbo result that tbo 
clerk finally loft town under a cloud, and 
today there are plenty of people in the town 
who beliovo and declare that he and Lacy 
put up the robbery and wore to go halves 
on the plunder. I have looked upon the 
grave and hoard the story of the wronged 
man a dozen times, and I believe all 
thlii{«B occurred as Lacy and Thornton re- 
lated them.

Of the hats I think the variety is not 


EO great as !t was last season and runs 
mostly to dipped brims and the alpine 
shape. Many of the hats have brims some- 
what in the English walking shape, while 
th« crowns are made of fluted and plaited 
straw standing up in irregular folds. 
These are not bidden by flowers or other 
trimming, for on these there is little or no 
garniture beyond a couple of stiff quills or 
a couple of spread wings. 


Some of the alpine shapes have the brims 


of dark, flno straw, often edged with one 
band of coarse straw in a different color. 
The crowns ore of finer straw in light 
colors. On a f ow of these I noticed a band 
made of plaid worsted braid, ending in a 
stiff bow, which supports two quilis. 
This 


shape is very becoming to youthful faces, 
and them only. Yet many middle aged 
women will woar them. 


There is a pretty little sailor shape, with 


rough and very stiff brim. These have 
bands of striped ribbon, often in college 
colors, with a fanoy bow of the same form- 
ing a nest where some sort of a bird is 
supposed to love to rest. Generally the 
trimming to these sailor hats consists in a 
whimsical arrangement of stretched little 
•wings. One had a binding around the 
edge of the brim of twisted blue and white 
ribbon. 


The hot which it is expected will be the 


most popular has a medium wide brim 
dipped in front and rolled slightly at the

shirred silk is then doubled and folded in« 
toourious shapes, altogether forming what 
crown there is. Flowers are put in tho 
bpaces between the irregular folds and 
paradise plumes added to give a lightei 
effect. 
A few flowers nro set under the 


brim to rest against the hair.

and left plain, however the rest may be 
ornamented. 


The alpine shape and three or four dif- 


ferent shapes in Tarn O'Shanter style ara 
offered for the cyclists. These are in straw 
of rather pliable quality and in checks 
wrought by braiding. 
The sides in two of 


the shapes are lifted very sharply and held 
up by an ornament holding a couple of 
heron's plumes. 


For children the brims are wider and 


the crowns higher. There are gypsy shapes 
with pagodalike crowns and ruffles of rib- 
bon or silk mull along on the edga all 
around the brim. Bows of tho same in 
largo loojs are set on one side or the other. 
These are for the little tots under 4 years. 


A close examination of tho finer kinds 


of millinery for grown people shows three 
or four shapes trimmed to be the exact re- 
productions of those of a couple of cen- 
turies ago.

The brim had two rolls or puffs of tho 
F.ime silk rnull strapped in the same way 
and put on one above the other. Between 
tho crown and tho upper one was a green 
gauze ribbon, twisted with a small bow of 
the same under tho brim at the back. At 
the back of the crown there was a tower- 
ing bunch of pink roses with their foliage. 


One odd little shape had the brim turn- 


ed upward like a Chinese mandarin's head- 
gear. At the back there were two sharp 
little gray wings sticking out straight. 
On the under edge of the brim there was a 
narrow ruching of black lace, and on 
each side was a regular windmill wheel of 
a rosette. 


The majority of the hats and bonnets, 


too, have one or two high, sharp, stiff 
loops of ribbon, and nearly all the flower 
iffects ore high and massed in one place, 
though there are some where all the trim- 
ming is laid out wide and low. One green 
and white rough straw was made wiih a 
waved brim. This was topped with a fall 
plaiting of black and white laco mingled. 
Above this was a veritable garden of lilies 
of the valley. The whole was springlike 
and delicately fresh. 


One sailor shape bad a bow of three 


loops of yellow and brown plaid ribbon 
and a little white lace with a double hand- 
ful of volvet nasturtiums in several shades 
and with their natural leaves. One fancy 
straw, white and red, had a fiat ribbon, 
garniture at the back, on the orown and 
under the side of the briro.

A Review of This Year's 


Players—The Strength 
of 
National 
League 


Teams Compared—Re- 
cent Deals Effected.

The baseball season of 189S is rapidly 


approaching, and soon the teams repre- 
senting the various cities of the Na- 
tional league circuit will be hard at 
work in preparation for the struggle 
for the pennant. 


A season rarely if ever approaches 


without numerous predictions that "this 
year's'contest for the pennant bids fair 
to be the closest and most exciting in 
the history of the game." It would cer- 
tainly be a fierce struggle that would 
outpoint that of 1897 among the lead- 
ers, but I shall be surprised if we 
do not see this year a closer general 
struggle than ever before. I do not 
mean that last season's second division 
teams have any better show for the 
pennant, this year than last, but a 
glance at their composition shows that 
nearly every one has been strengthened 
and that the least that may be expect- 
ed of them is that their work will have 
an important bearing on the final re- 
sult. 


As the nine.-1: appear now, it may be 


said with little fear of contradiction 
that Boston, Baltimore, Cincinnati or 
New York will land the pennant this 
year. These teams led last year, and 
there is no reason why they should be 
displaced this year, barring accident. 
Boston's nine will appear without ma- 
terial change from last season. All of 
the old reliable men will report for du- 
ty on March 19, together with some 
young blood in the shape of three new 
pitchers, a catcher and a utility man. 
"With Sullivan in condition, or a fulfill- 
ment of Selee's expectations in Hick- 
man or Willis, I fully expect that Bos- 
ton will make any competitor who 
beats her out fully aware that it has 
played ball. Boston's outfield and in- 
field are pretty nearly incomparable, 
and with increased batting strength 
that nine is a tough proposition. 


Baltimore's deal in securing Mcjames. 


Oe Montreville andMcGann from Wash- 
ington in exchange for Amole, Reite 
and Doyle has strengthened the nine if 
for no other reason than that of in- 
creased harmony secured. Considering 
the merits of the players as players 
simply, it might seem as though Wash- 
ington had the better of the deal, as 


Doyle certainly outclasses 
McGann, 


while the other players average up 
about the same. McGann is a good hit- 
ter, but a very slow fielder and base 
runner, and he is not in Doyle's class 
as an all round player, but Doyle is a 
disorganizer, and Hanlon simply had to 
let him go. 


New York has been strengthened at 


third and first and behind the bat, but 
nevertheless the club's mainstay is its 
pitching- department. If New York had 
a man as good as Jack Stivetts, for 
example, to play at first or in the out- 
field, the nine's chances for the pennant 
would look far better, though the team 
will certainly be in the hunt. It is to be 
hoped that Joyce will confine his efforts 
wholly to management. 


On paper the chances of Cincinnati's 


nine look exceedingly well, the deals 
with Pittsburg- and Louisville having 
undeniably added considerable playing 
strength to the team. The claims that 
the club now has the greatest playing 
strength in its history are certainly not 
unfounded. BecUley, McPhee, Corcoran 
and Irwin make a very strong infield, 
and, although the outfield will be com- 
posed of material wholly new to the 
League, it is certainly a promising com- 
bination. As a result of the latest deal, 
that with Louisville, Hill is added, to the 
pitching corps, and Ewing may rest 
r. ith reasonable assurance of the ability 
of 
that 
department. With 
Dwyer, 


Hawley and Goar as right handers and 
Breitenstein, Hill and Hahn as "south 
paws," Cincinnati has a formidable 
corps of pitohers, and they will be heard 
from this season too. 


But in figuring Cincinnati's chances 


one must not lose sight of the fact that 
individual strength and team strength 
are two different matters. Ewing has 
trouble ahead in getting his new mate- 
rial well into line. Hawley is not al- 
ways tractable either, and so, while I 
like the looks of Cincinnati on paper 
exceedingly well, I feel that a season's 
experience in team work will be needed 
to make the nine worthy of even 
chances for better than third place. 


Cleveland will line up this year pret- 


ty much the same as last, despite past 
rumors to the contrary. It was said 
that McKean would refuse to sign and 
that McAleer would retire from 
the 


game, but McKean has faigned for 1898, 
And McAleer has changed his mind 
also. Sockalexis has learned his lesson, 
it is officially stated, has signed all 
kinds of pledges, not to mention a se- 
vere penalty contract, and will be heard 
from in due season. 
Sundry pitchers 


will please take notice. So it,may be 
assumed that Patsy ^-JjTebeau and his 
warriors will enter theKlists almost un- 
changed. 
The Clevelands are surely 


good for the first division, but a majori- 
ty of the students of the game will con- 
fidently pick three teams" to lead them 
at the finish. 


The make up and progress of the Chi- 


cago nine will be watched with more 
general interest' probably than any oth- 
er nine in the League.- -A nson's retire- 
ment after all these years as the fig- 


urehead of the nine has excited no end 
of comment, and everybody wonders 
what Tom Burns will succeed in doing:. 


I Burns has not yet announced any defl- 
| nite course of action, so nothing beyond 
guesses can be made by any pne. In 
my opinion Burns will surprise the tal- 
ent. His problem is not nearly so diffi- 
cult as it is painted, and with full sway 
he should do well. To many the Chica- 
go club without Anson will promise 
about as well as a ship without a rud- 
der, but that is a mistake. As a player 
Anson has had his day. As a manager 
he would do better anywhere than in 
Chicago, and it is a good thing that 
Ciiieago had the courage to let him go. 
It is not without due and the greatest 
respect to Anson that these words are 
penned, but Anson has certainly had 
his day in the Windy City in any active 
capacity, and he is no longer to -be 
classed where a baseman ought to be. 
Increasing age has its compensations 
to ball players as well as to others, but 
it also certainly brings a limit of use- 
fulness on the diamond. If Burns will 
get a good first base man—Tucker would 
do—use some of his present pitching 
staff on second and third and^trengrthen 
his pitching department and his out- 
field, Chicago will spoil many a predic- 
tion before the season of 1898 has passed 
into history. 


It is to be hoped that Anson will not 


pass from the game. Away from Chi- 
cago he would not be easily surpass- 
ed as a manager. What a hit he would 
make in a town like Philadelphia! That 
deal, with Sir Timothy Hurst in St. 
Louis and Burns in Chicago, would just 
about whet the appetite for baseball as 
it never has been stimulated since the 
Boston-Chicago secession of 1876. 


Hardly less .interest is centered in St. 


Louis than in Chicago, for the St. Louis 
club has not only greatly strengthened 
its nine, hut has engaged the redoubta- 
ble Tim Hurst 10 manage the aggrega- 
tion. A better move than to hire Hurst 
could hardly have been made, for it will 
arouse enthusiasm at home and create 
interest abroad which cannot fail to be 
profitable. Taylor', Clements, Donnelly 
and Holmes will aid Hurst materially. 
Some of them are not easy to handle, 
but Hurst is built for them, and an ag- 
gressive organization may at last be 
counted upon to represent St. Louis. 


Carey, Ritchie and Hoy will strength- 


en Louisville, and Doyle, Reitz and 
Amole will make Washington a figure, 
provided Doyle can be handled, but a 
prediction on that point is unsafe. 
Brooklyn and Philadelphia will be lit- 
tle if any stronger than last year. 


Baseball is delightfully 
uncertain, 


and there are many "ifs" to be reckoned 
with in making a prognostication, but 
a guess that places Boston and Balti- 
more one, two; Cincinnati and New 
York, three, four; Cleveland, five, with 
the other nines to suit, will perhaps be 
not too far out of the way. And be it 
remembered that in comparison with 
last year's standing Washington, Louis- 
ville and St. Louis are not likely to 
surprise us all.

General W. H. Jackson 


and His Methods of 
Breeding Crack Thor- 
oughbreds on His Big 
Ranch In Tennessee.

The claims and fame of Belie MeaJ- 


stock farm are fully recognized whei 
ever the 
thoroughbreds 
are 
race*!, 


whether in England, the continent o£ 
Europe, India, Australia or in the drf- 
minion of the mikado. The Belle Moade. 
for it is rather a hackneyed appellation 
for farms unknown beyond their im- 
mediate neighborhood, is situated about 
five miles from the city of Nashville. 
Ths present proprietor is General W. H. 
Jackson, who for several years and un- 
til within a few months ago had as 
partner in some of the stock Mr. Rich- 
ard Croker of New York city. The coun- 
try about Belle Meade runs from the 
rolling conformation met with almost 
invariably in Kentucky to some a little 
more abrupt and hilly, and the farm it- 
self is in a section possessing more of 
the former, -with, of course, plenty of 
never failing water courses. The di- 
versity of character is amply explained 
when/it is stated that the farm consists 
of a .block of 5,500 acres and that the in- 
closing wall and fence have a measure- 
ment of 18 miles. 
The process of 


wall building around this vast inclosure 
Js still in progress, a substantial struc- 
ture of this kind Being most economical 
in the long run, according to General 
Jackson's experience. 


General Jackson seeks to convince his 


visitors that Belle Meade is the garden 
spot of the earth by a piece of home- 
spun logic which cannot be denied with 
any seriousness when it Is accompa- 
nied by the merry 'twinkle of the eye 
which suggests a Milesian ancestry. 


"You will admit, of course, that Amer- 


ica is the finest countryin God's world." 
No American thinks of denying that, so 
the general proceeds as follows: "Well, 
sir, Tennessee is the finest state in the 
Union and Belle Meade the choicest 
part of this lovely state." 


In detail the estate is laid out as fol- 


lows: In blue grass there are 3,000 acres, 
in the farm proper there are about SOO 
acres, and the remainder is woodland. 
The usual crops are grown on the culti- 
vated lands—200 acres - in wheat, 200 
acres in corn, 100 aci<Ss in' barley and 
about the same in oats." The latter crop 
is not one that is bragged about down 


•outh, and the best oats used for the 
thoroughbreds are of Canadian growth. 
English race horse trainers get their 
oats from Scotland; hence it is all'the 
more necessary that with a still warm- 
er and quicker ripening country, such 
as Kentucky and Tennessee, Canadian 
grown oats should be in demand. 


One of the attractive features 
at 


Belle Meade is the deer inclosure, which 
is within five minutes' walk of the 
house and consists of 450 acres. How 
many deer there are no one actually 
knows, but in the winter time, when 
extra hay is fed them, it is easy to 
count over 100 about the racks, with 
bunches dotted about in the glades. Ev- 
ery now and then they have to be 
thinned out, aa they increase far too 


rp.,,.iiy \i f.ne time a few buffalo and 


ed out, except during very bad weath- 
er. They receive every attention and 
are groomed and fed with as much care 
as when they were in training, the re- 
sult being shown in their blooming con- 
dition and coat. The brood mares are 
kept in the open and roam the wide 
pastures winter and summer alike, on- 
ly being taken up at foaling time. "With 
their suckling foals they are allowed to 
run at will till weaning time arrives, 
after which the foal is taken in hand 
and fed on the best of grain, hay and 
grass, so as to have him fit for the 
auction ring in the July of his yearling 
season. At that time the guide for buy- 
ers is stye and furnishing, and -without 
proper food and care these cannot be 
obtained. The preparation of the young 
thoroughbreds comes u'ldor the more 
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Frank C. Ives, the young Napoleon of the billiard world, recently exhibited some of his famous shots to a group of interested spectators. The an- 


• chor Bhot was the first one exhibited. 


As most billiardists know, only one carom may be made in any one space formed by the intersecting lines in the 14 inch game. After that one of the balls 


at least must be driven into another space. In the anchor shot Ives contrived to keep each ball in a different space and hold them together as long as he pleased 
almost. This was done by keeping one ball "hard up" against the cushion and having the other an inch or two away from it across the intersecting line. The 
second ball was always an inch or so from the cushion. With the cue ball he would seesaw across the faces of the other spheres, touching them so lightly that 
they were not disturbed. In this way he made phenomenal scores.

The dotted lines in the diagram show the course of the cue ball and explain better than words, possibly, how a billiard' champion can sometimes be 
floored by the simplest of strokes. 


In shot No. 3, which figured in Ives' play during a match with Schaefer in New York in November, 1894, the object ball was driven twice around the 


l*ble. Its course is shown by the unbroken line. The cue ball went once around the table, as shown by the dotted line, and all three balls were brought to- 
gether in the lower left corner. 


"I made this shot in the middle of a pretty big run—T forget just now how many points—and, as you can judge, it was a smashing stroke. I claim, 
though, I can strike a billiard ball harder with a cue than any man living." 


In this connection a study of the muscular development of Ives' hand, wrist and forearm as shown in the cut will be found interesting. Certain de- 


formities of his fingers, however, were not brought about by gripping a cue. Ives, like all other American boys, was fond of baseball, and the catching he 
did in his youthful days is responsible for his twisted digits. 


Referring to shot No. 4, Ives said: "This came up for the first time in my Chicago match with Schaefer in 1834. I now use It as an exhibition shot. 


As you see, I drove the object ball twice up and down the table and drew my own ball, having the three balls together in the lower corner when they stopped 
rolling. 


elk were kept, but they either escaped 
or were killed. 


The recent death of Great Tom re- 


duced the number of sires kept at Belle 
Meade, but as he was almost a pension- 
er for the past year or two and the 
number of mares has been materially 
reduced this winter there will be no 
purchase to fill the place of the old im- 
ported son of King Tom. At the head 
of the stud, both by reason of his claims 
as a race horse and his success as a sire, 
stands Iroquois, the only American bred 
winner of the English Derby. General 
Jackson purchased Iroquois at the dis- 
persal sale of Mr. Pierre 
Lorillard's 


Rancocas stud. It was rumored that 
there would be English I idders for the 
Derby winner, but there was no sign of 
any, and General Jackson 
bought a 


very cheap horse when he gave $20,000 
for Iroquois. In addition to winning the 
Epsom Derby he also captured 
the 


Doncaster St. Leger and other good 
races from the best horses in England. 


The Epsom Derby is one of the most 


thorough tests a horse can be put 
through, as it is slightly up hill for the 
first half mile, then flat for a third or a 
mile, followed bj" a rapid descent past 
the sharp Tattenham corner and as far 
as the first of the long row of stands, 
with a pronounced rise to the finish. 
The winner has to be a horse of good 
conformation, with power to drive him 
up the hills and good sloping shoulders 
for racing down them, while the up hill 
finish is a test of stamina. Mr. San- 
ford's Black Prince, an American bred 
colt that was placed in the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas race at Newmarket, ran 
prominently in the Derby until it came 
to the down hill, when his straight 
shoulders stopped him and put him out 
o£ the race. 
Iroquois is still a grand 


horse, showing quality with substance. 
and is kept in splendid condition, only 
showing a slight hollow in the back. 
Another handsome horse is Tremont, 
"The Black Whirlwind," and as a 
specimen of the highest type of the 
thoroughbred he excels any other at 
iielle Meade. Tremont was one of the 
oopt of his clay when on the turf and 
fully earned his title of "The Black 
Whirlwind" by his demonstration oi 
speed. It cannot be said that Tremont 
has done as well at the stud as was 
expected, but it must be remembered 
that he has not had the claims to first 
selection of mares that are given to Iro- 
c,uois. Then there is Luke Blackburn, 
who turned many thousands of dollars 
into the coffers of the Dwyer brothers 
when they were at the height of their 
career as 
turfmen. 
He is now 19 


years of age, but with such excellent 
care as is taken oC the horses at Belle 
Meade advancing years sit lightly on 
him—a little sunk in back, and that 
is all, for in legs and feet and bright- 
ness of eye he is as good as when he 
was retired. Blackburn was noticeable 
when on tlie turf for his bisr quarters, 
and the characteristic has become em- 
phasized still more. 


One of the best looking horses at Belle 


Meade is Clarendon, a horse of high 
breeding and showing it fully. He is a 
large horse, with beautifully placed 
shoulders, short, strong back and well 
turned quarters. 
The other sires are 


Longstreet, a good race winner, and In- 
spector B, also well known a few years 
ago on the eastern turf. 


Tho sires are kept in separate brick 


built stables, each consisting of a 
roomy, loose box opening on to a small 
paddock, in which they are daily turn-

An active part in the management of

ing taken up with his official duties in 
connection with the Nashville exhibi- 
tion. This being the case, there is no 
reason to look for any end to thorough- 
bred breeding at Belle Meade for an- 
other generation at least, before which 
time the business will be more profita- 
ble than it has been of late years.

Modern Enthusiasm For 


a Sport That Had Its 
Origin In England and 
Germany Early In the 
Fourteenth Century. 


According to universal report, a. wava 


of bowling ardor is sweeping over the 
country. Chicago has given the game 
the 
most 
enthusiastic 
indorsement. 


Philadelphia accepts it as "the proper 
caper." Cincinnati has more than a 
hundred alleys, and New York counts 
hers by the scores. But, then, the last 
named city has had for years what now 
seems to be a general craze, 


It is not a fad, however, as many will 


conjecture, but a revival of a very old 
sport that before the days of baseball 
and golf and lawn tennis was held in 
the highest respect by the muscle 
trainers who had. not thought 50 years 
ago of calling themselves athletes. 


Bowling is an old game of English 


origin, though a favorite with both Ger< 
mans and Dutch, known to our fore- 
fathers, for it has been in existence 
more than 200 years in America, and in 
Europe it dates from the fourteenth 
century. "Bowling Green," the name of 
towns, sites and parks in both thU 
country and Great Britain, is a histor- 
ical testimonial to this sport. There are 
illustrations in the British museum- 
one particularly, in an MS., representing 
two men bowling at a single pin in th» 
open air—which prove that it Was a 
health invigorator in the middle ages. 
It is even believed from fair evidence 
that the game has been played in some 
form or other for a thousand years. 
' 


Naturally there have been modifica- ' 


tions of the game—it has varied from 
nine pins to ten pins, and vice versa— 
but enthusiasts declare it is "the sport 
of kings," a term which, however, has 
been pre-empted by lovers of the horse 
as applied to racing. 


The ancient game was played on the 


turf. The grass was shaved close by 
hand, watered and rolled. 
Sometimes 


the sod was removed, and the bowlers 
had a hard, smooth piece of earth sim- 
ilar to the skin diamonds of baseball at 
the present. 


In olden days the game was of nine 


pins, arranged in the form of a dia- 
mond, with three pins across the mid- 
dle, then two rows—one each side of the 
center row—of two pins, and, last, one 
pin each at the two corners or points 
of the diamond. 


It was a scientific game and required 


a very great amount of skill as well as 
strength, for the balls were not the 
finger balls of the present, but were 
large and smooth. As the alleys were 
narrower a large ball delivered with 
great speed and accuracy was essen- 
tial. The players who had all the req- 
uisites were comparatively rare, and 
| the swindlers of those days watched foi 
1 nen who had some self conceit and 


] money. Then they proceeded to fleece 
t-ie innocents at the first opportunity.

The bowling green was a public traci 


i '.£ ground set apart for the use of all. 
' :sTcarly every town in England had one. 
Tn Xew York city there was a green al 


, the beginning of Broadway, formed bj 


I the 'junction of Stfte and 
Whitehall 


streets, that is now an inclosed park, 
but where the leaden statue of King 
George III stood till the patriots oi 
1775 tore it down and molded it intc 
bullets. The Dutch nlayec! bowls there 
and the name was probably given tc 
the -spot soon after the English oceupa- 
tion of Ne\v Netherlands, in 1G84. 


But open air bowilng was impractica- 


ble in moist weather, and hence the 
subsequent erection of sheds and place; 


i cf shelter which have gradually de- 


> vcloped into the 
modern clubhouse, 


! with accessories as luxurious as those 


of any other resort o£ elegant relaxa- 
tion. There is an old cut that depicts 
the return trough for the balls, and 
that illustration is 500 years old. The 
?ame, which was then called "bowls" 
because it was played with a half rouna 
stone that resembled a bowl, was, how- 
ever, at first a gambling- sport. Mans 
tales are told of the various cheating 
devices used by sharpers, and to check 
the growing evil adverse legislation 
was begun in the days of Edward IV. 
Both gambling and game were prohib- 
ited under penalty of the convicted be- 
ing- "utterly undone and impoverished 
of their goods." 


In the reiga of Henry VIII there were 


more judicial procedures against bowl- 
ing, but this legal warfare was aimed 
at the alleys for hire, which had be- 
come a public nuisance. The laws then 
enacted were not repealed 
till 1845. 


There was an exception made of pri- 
vate alleys in gardens used only by 
those who were personally 
able to 


maintain the luxury. The public sport, 
which was then stamped out, slumber- 
ed and again reached popularity, but 
its development since 1550 has been 
spasmodic. It is not now held in high 
favor in England, and it is very doubt- 
ful if there is a bowling green in gen- 
eral use in "the tight' little island." 
After the attempt to stop the game as 
an indoor recreation it was revived as 
an open air exercise, and so popular 
did it rapidly become that in the days 
of George II the sport was universal in 
Great Britain. 
Since the opening of 


the present century it has again Bc= » 
come almost 
exclusively 
an 
indoor 


game. 


The old play was almost identical 


with "curling," except that the distance 
is always fixed in the Scotch game, 
while in bowling it was changeable. 
Examination of many books and rec- 
ords shows that the sport has had 
great vicissitudes and has been played 
under many variations, but the alley, 
pins and balls have always been used. 


Shakespeare in "Hainlet" speaks of ' 


"loggats," which was a game akin to 
bowling and the French game "kayles." 
But there are many allusions in both 
history and literature to the game. In 
a play of Elizabeth's time with the 
strange title, "The Longer Thou Live'st. 
the Bigger Fool Thou Art," a dumv 
boasts of his skill "at skales and t;-.c 
playing with a sheep's joynte," while i:i 
a drama of 1680 one of thP char;.,civ 
utters the dire threat, "ril,olcano tii- 
from the skull to the twist and ran': 
nine skittles of thy bones."
